Father Time, that most impartial critics, shall have 
said his final say, will Sienkiewicz secure his place 
the sun. 

His most popular book, “Quo Vadis,” does not show the 
Polish writer his best. his Polish romances, 
“With Fire and Sword,” “The Deluge,” and “Pan Michael,” 
that see his undisputed supremacy. Poland lives 
again his pages. His stories are gripping and vitalizing; 
and his word pictures, translated for Jeremiah 
Curtin, are things power and artistry. Nothing uni- 
versal literature brilliantly paints the pride and panoply 
war than the concluding pages “On the Field 
Glory.” And many his characters are distinctive and 
immortal, notably the inimitable Zagloba who has won and 
who merits comparison with Shakespeare’s Falstaff. Sien- 
kiewicz possesses versatility, too. successfully essayed 
the psychological novel “Without Dogma”; and 
“Through the Desert” (published this country Benzi- 
ger Brothers) evolved one the best juvenile stories 
-ever written.

have had the laboratory 
method English and the cul- 
ture-epoch theory 
and even, some quarters 
least, the technical language 
biology applied the teaching 
Christian Doctrine. 

What taught this tendency borrow the 
terminology the arts and sciences for the work 
teaching? principle, certainly, the procedure sound 
enough; and if, practice, not infrequently carried 
wasteful and ridiculous excess, the fault lies the 
manner more than the matter the application. 
other arts the proceeding commonplace; all speak 
the temperature colors and sounds, the frag- 
rance words, the alleged vocal appeal architecture. 
And teaching, which touches human life asd human ex- 
perience many points, which fundamentally 
preparation for life, assuredly within its rights when 
borrows from the arts life. seeks, therefore, 
science, literature, sculpture, for amplifications and 
illustrations; and long its findings helpfully amplify 
and really and pertinently illustrate, pedagogy 
commended for seeking abroad what cannot find 
home. Let this, then, justification for turning 
the art vocal expression for the two words which 
stand the head this paper and for effort util- 
ize them the educational field. 

Let suppose that two Shakespearean readers come 
before succession read Anthony’s oration. 
The first appears full costume upon stage arranged 
represent, even its minutest detail, the Roman forum 
and the funeral the mighty Caesar. The reader acts 
the part Antony; speaks precisely fancies 
Antony spoke the historic occasion; the indicated 
moment descends from the pulpit, holds aloft im- 
perial,mantle rent and bloodstained, and even discloses 
the pale face corpse lying beneath it. And, “off- 
stage,” has convincing semblance mob who 
punctuate his speech with shouts and cries and exhort 
the audience “Hear Antony, most noble Antony!” 
\The art such reader representative. The second 
reader walks out attired conventional evening dress, 
and upon his face there not the remotest suspicion 
grease-paint The stage—if there stage all—is 
more suggestive the Roman forum than Seven 
Corners, St. Paul, Minnesota. And has assistants 
the wings. His manner speaking not effort 
imitate detail the orator who spoke Caesar’s funeral, 
but rather such that the audience reconstructs for itself 
the scene, the personages and the occasion. Something 
the personality this reader, the maturity and deli- 
cate finish his art, suggests those who hear him 
every needed accessory, makes them forget his expanse 
shirt front and his modish trousers and carries them, 
the wings pictorial imagination, realization 
the stirring events that flowed from Caesar’s three and 
thirty wounds. The art such reader manifestive. 

Representation, then, teaching vocal ex- 
deals with externals and accidentals, with the 
body rather than with the soul. photographic. 


appeals the reasoning powers often, but adways the 
senses. Its product can invariably analyzed and re- 
duced diagram. well illustrated the lines, 


put hat upon head and walked into the 
strand, 

And there met another man whose hat was 
his hand.” 


Manifestation, the contrary, concerns itself with 
internals and essentials, with the soul rather than with 
the body. For the realism the photograph, substi- 
tutes the idealism the portrait not lacking 
appeal the reasoning powers and the senses; but 
makes its demand upon them indirectly, through the 
emotions and the imagination. excellent instance 
manifestation found phrase from the Apostles’ 
Creed, “and sitteth the right hand God.” 

This brief exposition will suffice remind that 
representation the normal method science and man- 
ifestation the normal method art. When the nat- 
uralist, for example, abandons representation and adopts 
manisfestation, ceases naturalist and becomes 
poet; and should the archaeologist, drawing the 
plans ancient Pompeii, follow similar course giv- 
ing rein his fancy, would instanter become 
artist. Thus, mathematics essentially representative; 
manifestive only when figures lie—or, the cynic 
said, when liars figure. 

clear that both manifestation and representation 
find place well-ordered teaching, and that they are not 
guard against even vague notion that teachers are di- 
vided into two rival camps Manifesters and Repre- 
senters. What demands reflection, however, the role 
played each the actual conduct the classroom. 
And here seems timely observe that, reason 
the undue and misproportioned emphasis laid our day 
upon the scientific aspects pedagogy, there grave 
danger that representation, which the normal method 


science, made too conspicuous element 


teaching subjects that possess appreciable scien- 
tific content. 

Representation comes into play when are striv- 
ing form our pupils habits exactness, accuracy, 
neatness and punctuality. When there question 
memorizing dates—if nowadays there ever question 
memorizing dates!—of drawing maps, finding dimen- 
sions, determining the constituents botanical speci- 
mens, the method necessarily representative. the 
other hand, when are endeavoring cultivate our 
pupils’ emotional nature, awaken their esthetic appre- 
ciation and develop their imagination aright, must 
depend upon manisfestation. And, must admitted, 
most our teaching is, ought be, this order. 
the art teaching very largely the art sugges- 
tion, then manifestation should dominate it, for manifes- 
tation the art suggestion reduced practice. 

When the Catholic teacher turns the pedagogical 
procedure Our Lord set forth the Gospels, 
finds that the Perfect Model employed both representa- 
tion and manifestation. Our Savior utilized time and 
time again objects that possessed direct sensory appeal 
—articles food, coins, flowers, animals; assumed 
His hearers common sense and fairly acute powers ob- 
servation. this respect His teaching was representa- 
tive. But did not end there. Representation, Our 
Lord’s practice pedagogy, was employed merely 
preparation for the perception some spiritual truth, 
some moral concept, that could not apprehended 
without manifestive appeal, appeal the imagina- 
tion, the emotions. 

was that, reply the disciples John the 
Baptist, Our Savior began representative state- 
ment: “The blind see, the lame walk, the lepers are 
made clean, the deaf hear, the dead rise again, the poor 
the gospel preached.” Here was direct appeal the 
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senses, what his auditors had heard and seen. And 
straightway comes the manifestive element, the appeal 
the imagination and the sentiments: “Blessed 
whosoever shall not scandalized Me.” The recog- 
nition facts here utilized means apprehending 
truths. 

Sometimes Our Lord, rather than beginning with 
representation and ending with manifestation, preferred 
blend the two modes teaching. Before formulating 
the truth that desired impart, appealed 
the pictorial and constructive imagination his hearers, 
that they themselves secured from His words what the 
words suggested but did not express. good example 
the the householder who let out his vine- 
yard husbandmen (St. Matthew, chap. xxi, verses 33ff). 
find abundance representative details—the vine- 
yard, the hedge, the press, the tower, the abusing the 
servants and, finally, the murder the master’s own 
son; but blended with these details find comments 
and modifications thought that win the sympathies 
the audience, that enable their imagination construct 
motives and circumstances not directly expressed. The 
cumulative effect manifestive. Thus the exceptional 
patience the master. the vineyard inferred 
from the fact that “again sent other servants,” and 
last all pinned his confidence the honor the in- 
grates the reflection, “They will reverence son.” 
Thus, realize that the guilt the murderers dou- 
bly foul because their cold-blooded schemings: “This 
the heir; come, let kill him, and shall have the 
inheritance.” And thus, instead waiting have Our 
Lord tell them what happened the evil men, His 
hearers, because the appeal their imagination and 
their sentiment justice, are able cry out: “He 
will bring those evil men evil end.” The manifest- 
ive element Our Lord’s teaching becomes even more 
apparent when recall that often did not formulate 
the moral the parables narrated for the reason 
that, many cases least, had thoroughly sug- 
gested the moral that each His auditors was able 
formulate for 


The teacher who really educates. and inspires, 
distinguished from the teacher who merely instructs, 
who employs manifestation complete and fortify 
and co-ordinate the effects produced representation. 
that way teaches his pupils one the most im- 
portant processes the intellectual life—to generalize. 
And prevents them from becoming unduly literal 
minded. Not long ago, instructor, describing old 
_Priam’s appeal Achilles, used the expression, “With 
tears his voice.” hand went and unconscious 
precisian queried, “But how could have tears his 
voice?” the same misproportioned emphasis upon 
the representative element language that causes rig- 
orists complain the “inaccuracy” the “redundancy” 
splendid idioms such “light the lights,” “sit down” 
and “holding your own.” 

Sometimes the practical teacher finds necessary 
employ manifestation while entirely shunning represen- 
tation. Thus the Catholic teacher who wishes incul- 
cate his pupils fervent love for holy purity and 
corresponding detestation the opposite vice cannot, 
without danger grave absolutely avoided, in- 
dicate representation the matter the holy virtue. 
What does do? points the spotless purity 
Our Savior and His Blessed Mother, the whiteness 
many the saints, the tears and penances 
other saints who had stained their chastity. em- 
ploys, means manifestation, suggestive language 
(this time the better sense the adjective); and 
often the children reach the paradoxical but not impos- 
sible position hating and abhorring impurity without, 
least for the time being, really and definitely knowing 
what impurity is. 

The teacher who practically never gets beyond the 
textbook and the rigid recitation can never really vitalize 
the subject teaches, for employs representation al- 
most exclusively. Textbooks are necessarily the main 
representative; they give the body facts, for the 
teacher impart the soul truth. Recitations can be, 
and should ,appreciably manifestive; but how can they 
such when conducted teacher who holds text- 
book one hand, class register the other and his 
mind the searing conviction that those two books are 
the tablets stone that Moses held Sinai?

That the first 
opinion, namely, that neutrality the wisest policy for 
priest follow regard the parish school right, 
even though instances may brought forth support 
may doubted, not wholly denied. priest should 
refrain from participating certain activities simply be- 


cause, particular cases, evils have resulted from his part 
them, then inevitable that his zeal and energy will 
restricted very narrow limits. The evils that flow 
from the part priest has parish schools are not in- 
herent the practice itself, but are traced the 
personality the individual priest, his want pru- 
dence, tact, good judgment and pedagogical knowledge. 
Were priest take part any affair moment with- 
out discretion and knowledge, evil would result. can 
demonstrated moreover, that the cases which 
priest’s interest his school has been productive harm 
can more than offset those instances which 
has been fruitful and beneficial. Accordingly, the fitness 
and the wisdom the priest taking part the active life 
school are granted, the only questions dis- 
cussed are the method that should followed and the 
kind interest that should manifested this im- 
portant phase his priestly duty. 

priest may follow one the two methods. His

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THE AMERICAN FEDERATION LABOR 
EDUCATIONALLY 

The convention the American Federation Labor 
held Baltimore the latter part November included 
the following its declarations: 

desire lay emphasis upon the need for 
labor representation city school boards, state boards 
education, and last but not least, the governing 


boards our state-owned universities.” 

The convention also declared the right 
teachers organize and affiliate labor and that 
this principle must recognized.

The people should directly control 
educational policies thru the popular election boards 
education. system free textbooks essential 
genuinely free and democratic public schools. 


INADEQUACY TEACHERS’ PENSION FUNDS 


The attempts establish voluntary contributions 
state legislation, system teachers’ pensions 
are generally crude and result systems inadequate for 
the purposes intended. now the teachers Cali- 
fornia are ‘waking the fact that the pension fund 
that state already faces large deficiency. President 
Clark the State Board Education states that the 
estimated paid retiring teachers for 
the coming year will exceed the sum paid into the fund 
the teachers, some $30,000. The fund will have 
some additional revenue next year from the collateral 
tax, but stated that the income quite 
Mr. Clark states that the law should 
amended make fifty-five sixty-year age 
limit for future retirements. present many teachers 
retire fifty, and some under fifty; other words, any 
teacher who has taught thirty years more. sug- 
gested that the teachers’ contributions the fund 
should raised from one two dollars per month. 

Teachers are learning that more cannot obtained 
out the retirement fund than put into them- 
selves, the public treasury and themselves. 

the state Ohio the same problem facing the 
teachers’ pension fund system that facing the Cali- 
fornia teachers. Professor West the Ohio State Uni- 
versity has analyzed the situation pretty carefully, and 
shows that only from one-half one-fifth the money 
paid into the pension fund which should there 
meet the cost pension annuities the basis the 
present law. states that under circumstances will 
the present contributions the fund carry the system, 
and, further, that only under circumstances that are 
extremely unlikely, not absolutely impossible attain- 
ment, will twice the contributions from the teachers 
Prove adequate for the financing the system. Since 
there deficiency for practically every class retire- 
ments some additional source income must pro- 
vided. The difficulty Ohio the same many 
other states, that teachers are allowed retire pen- 
sion too early life, and pension out propor- 
tion the fund set meet it. Professor West 
declares that the present system pensions Ohio 
never will able stand alone, and that the matter 
the solvency the fund becomes increasingly imme- 
diate and serious.

When considered that there are, within the 
confines the State, sufficient number illiterates 
exceed the population the city Buffalo, may 
form some idea the actual menace which their pres- 
ence this country the proper and orderly admin- 
istration the civic and industrial affairs the State. 
eighteen states the Union illiteracy increasing. 
These states are the leading industrial and mining states 
and include New York, Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
Pennsylvania, and California. That this situa- 
tion exists due the large number illiterate immi- 
grants who have come this country recent years. 
This condition menace society and American 
institutions and will bring discredit upon these states 
and the nation unless corrected. Congress not 
enact literacy test for the admission immigrants 
this country—and think should not—it should 
enact some provision which shall make mandatory for 
all illiterates, who are admitted the United States, 
they remain here, able within specified 
time read and write ordinary English. accomplish 
this end there should writen into the compulsory at- 
tendance statutes, specific provisions regulating the edu- 
cation these illiterates.

CARBOHYDRATES AND THEIR USES 


The carbohydrates are starches, sugars and cellulose. 
The two first yield heat and energy. Because this, 
they are called fuel foods. The starch granules are en- 
closed tiny cells, whose walls are woody fibre, 
which called cellulose. well daily eat food 
containing considerable quantity cellulose, because 
adds bulk. The proteid foods, fats, are con- 
centrated and because that are difficult digest. 

Vegetables, cereals and fruits are the sources the 
carbohydrates, with the exception milk sugar, which 
found milk. Any one food principle taken too 
large amounts will cause digestive disturbances. Can- 
dies are not harmful but nourishing eaten moderate 
quantities after meal. eaten before meal, one 
loses the appetite for other food. 


CHRISTMAS CANDIES AND OTHER SWEETS 

Chocolates. good cream fondant the secret 
fancy Christmas candies. This may boiled not 
boiled, the latter being easier for the beginner. For 
boiled fondant, cook two cupfuls sugar with three- 
fourths cupfuls water until the mixture spins thread. 
adding saltspoonful cream tartar less apt 
sugar. not stir. Remove from the fire and cool 
slightly placing saucepan containing fondant pan 
cold water. Add few drops vanilla and beat 
vigorously until white and creamy. Then knead with 
the fingers for few minutes. Mould desired. 

Chocolate fondant. Add one square bitter choco- 
late, grated, ingredients for plain fondant and pro- 
ceed above. 

Not boiled fondant. Into the unbeaten white egg 
stir pound confectioners’ powder sugar. Add water 
from time time until half tablespoonful has been 
used. Flavor with vanilla. Mix stiff, smooth paste 
easily worked into any shape. 

For chocolate creams, make balls the fondant and 
dip chocolate “dip,” paste made from two squares 
bitter chocolate melted, one-half cupful powder 
sugar added gradually. Half walnut pecan may 
pressed into the top chocolate plain cream. 
wedge citron pressed into the top the plain cream 
gives variety. 

Dates, when washed and pits are removed, may 
stuffed with walnuts with fondant and powdered with 
confectioners’ sugar. 

The large sized prunes, washed and then pitted, may 
substituted for the dates. 

Paris Sweets. Use equal amounts measure wal- 
nuts, figs and dates. Chop very fine and stir into 
paste. Press together, making about one-half inch 
thick. Cut into cubes and coat with powdered sugar. 

Nuts and raisins, chopped quite fine, may added 
fondant before quite stiff and the mixture put but- 
tered pan made into loaf, may cut cubes, 
strips slices. 

Chocolate Fudge. (Have this come last.) Put two 
cupfuls light brown sugar, one cupful milk, two 
squares grated chocolate and two tablespoonfuls 
butter and stir mix well.

Remove from fire, add half 
teaspoonful vanilla and cool, beating the fudge until 
creamy. Pour into butter pan cool.

Characteristics Dairy Cow 


Dairy cows are classified good producers and poor 
producers. Two cows approximately the same weight 
will eat approximately the same amounts food. The 
one uses much larger amount the food consumer 
produce body heat. While the cost keeping the 
two animals the same, the one that needs the less 
amount food produce body fat the better cow. 
The body the dairy cow narrower before than be- 
hind. view the animal from the side appears 
wedge shaped, with the smaller end the wedge 
front. The udder and milk veins are large and uniformly 
developed. The barrel part the body between the 
front and hind legs, should large proportion the 
size the animal. produce liberal amount milk, 
must consume large amount food, hence the 
necessity for large and well developed digestive sys- 
tem. indicated the large barrel, wide mouth 
and long, strong jaws. The food, after digested 
and absorbed the circulatory system, passes va- 
rious parts the body where needed. 
pliable skin and clear eye indicate that animal has 
good circulation. necessary for large amount 
blood pass .thru the udder, which the milk 
secreting organ, hence the necessity for well developed 
udder. The udder should wide and deep with long 
attachment the body, both front 
After milking, should greatly reduced size with 
the skin loose, soft and pliable. The teats should 
sufficient length for easy milking and evenly placed 
the quarters. The chest should wide and deep, which 
indicates large lung capacity. should well 
developed, but not coarse, and have large, prominent, 
clear eyes with considerable distance between them. The 
back should medium long and straight. addition 
the above there are many minor points which apply 
more prominently particular breeds.

There were 23,500,000 persons attending schools 
some kind the United States 1916, according 
estimates the United States Bureau Education. 
“This means,” declares the Annual Report the Com- 
missioner Education, “that approximately per cent 
the inhabitants the United States are attending 
school, compared with per cent Great Britain, 
per cent France, per cent Germany, and little 
over per cent The Bureau points out, 
however, that the result much less favorable the 
United States daily attendance, rather than enrollment, 
taken the basis for comparison, since some the 


The number ;of pupils public and ele- 
mentary schools rose from 16,900,000 1910 17,935 ,000 
1914, increase more than million four years. 
the same period the number public high school 
students increased from 915,000 1,219,000; and for 
1915 the corresponding figure was 1,329,000.

The flesh reindeer 
dried and then toasted the end long stick 
held over the fire. The Lapps eat fresh meat, always 
drying first and then cooking very little. The dry, 
powdered blood reindeer mixed with flour and 
water and made into pancakes. The milk the reindeer 
thick and syrupy and diluted before they drink it. 
The herds need shelter and love the cold and snow. 
When they are thirsty they eat the snow. They are 
wild and restless and are very hard train. They are 
very ungraceful and their gait sort series long 
slides, but they can make great distances winter when 
they have the hard snow travel on. 

perhaps true that the Lapps have the most simpli- 
fied housekeeping the world, but still they are always 
busy, and even little Fin-ne has many duties. She has

Many times has Fin-ne trudged thru the 
blinding storm the light the stars, instead the 
sun, search forests where the reindeer could eat 
the moss hanging from the trees. There always the 
haunting fear that food will fail for the reindeer that 
wolves will attack the herds. Their life one con- 
stant vigilance, old and young are ever the lookout 
for the dreaded wolf. During the long, dark, sunless 
day, wolves are near, the men, women and children 
form protecting circle around the herd. The men 
make the outside ring with their dogs, then the women 
make the second circle and next the herd are the 
children, all shouting and yelling. The fierce, hungry 
wolves come great packs with their chief. They al- 
ways have leader that finds their prey for them, and 
the leader does not take them food they fall upon 
him and kill him and choose another chief. They are 
very eunning and often make great long detour, 
deceive the men, and then attack the herd from the rear. 

this colorless, white world many the animals 
turn snowy white winter, that they can not 
seen easily their enemies. The foxes, hares, squir- 
rels, stouts, and weasels all have white coats for winter,

The interior Lapland place innumerable 
small lakes, rivers and swamps. The stunted forests 
birch and firs have many places been burned and the 
dead, charred trunks stand giving look desolation. 
The summers are very short, that none the trees 
grow any great size. But during the few hot days 
they have, the wild raspberries, red currents and cloud- 
berries ripen the mountain sides. 

Fin-ne has her wild flowers too, such the harebell, 
columbine, and marigold, and she sees some beautiful 
birds during her short summer. There are redwings, 
sandpipers, wild ducks, grouse, rough legged buzzards, 
snowy owls and even the song the skylark and the 
cuckoo’s call are found Lapland. 

The Lapps, summer, wear matsoreo which 
outer garment, reaching the knees, made coarse 
blue brown woolen cloth. has high standing 
collar, more less, embroidered.

The Artist 

Adolph Lins, modern German artist, was born 
Kassel, Germany, 1856. His summers often spends 
Hesse, where fond painting close contact 
with nature. landscape and genre painter, dis- 
tinguished from many his contemporaries his treat- 
ment color. does not tone down his green, for 
instance, but introduces heightened light his 
vegetation. very large picture shows herd cattle 
grazing green meadow which vanishes among high 
trees toward the rear the farm. Lins leans coarse 
coloring this picture, but uses honestly and 
moderation. the other hand, his smaller pictures 
uses coarse green emphasize strength. Another 
very charming picture represents flock geese placed 
among some trees.

His children 
have the charm and vitality living beings, buoyant, 
real, and natural they seem.

ready co-operation. With few exceptions, teachers welcome the help and 
co-operation the priest, who can, his assistance, make lighter the heavy 
burden which the religious communities carry the education the 
children the parish. 

Some specific suggestions may made the part the priest should 
have the life the parish school. First—the priest should make known 
his people the legislation the Church regard education. 
can explain the sound principles which that legislation based. 
would seem better emphasize positive way the need and advantage 
education resting Christian basis and trust Catholic parents 
make the application schools fashioned different pattern. The priest’s 
effort should make the parish schools efficient. Catholic schools, from 
educational as: well from religious point view, should such 
command the support and loyalty Catholic parents, who will send their 
children parish school, not simply because the public school built 
false basis, but because the parish school the right place for every Cath- 
olic child. this point may said confidently that once Catholic 
parent believes that the parish school doing its educational work properly 
will, save rare cases, provide his child with Christian Catholic edu- 
cation. 

Second—The priest should see that the parish school those things that 
affect cleanliness, safety and health, the standard. Only little time 
required determine whether not janitors have done their work prop- 
erly; whether closets are the right kind and sufficient number, and are 
kept order. Just little consideration for teachers and children will pre- 
vent corridors and classrooms from being swept immediately before the open- 
ing the session. very brief examination will show whether not desks 
are arranged the best possible way, whether light reflected directly into 
the faces the children and whether blackboards between windows. 
When dirt and uncleanliness and bad sanitary conditions are not tolerated 
the parish rectory, surely they should not condoned the school where 
hundreds children, with their teachers, must remain five and six hours 
every day. 

Third—The priest should not allow the scandalous overcrowding which 
exists, alas! too many parish schools Were our teachers the most efficient 
ever prepared training school, they cannot, with the burden over- 
crowded classes, make their teaching effective. 

Fourth—The priest should not place upon the teachers work that does 
not belong them. Their vocation Their work requires pre- 
addition their obligations teachers are their duties reli- 
gious. Classroom and studyroom and chapel see most them. Hence, 
after their exhausting labors teachers and religious hardly seems fair 
impose upon them the work cleaning schools 
churches taking care sacristies. Neither does seem 
just that they should asked instruct, after the parish 
school closed, public school children, the even- 
ing instruct working children.

Seventh—The attitude towards 
school will determined large measure what the 
seminary has done for him seminarian. may 
asked what can the seminary order further the 
welfare the parish school? The seminary ought 
give its students understanding the principles 
Catholic education and develop them conviction 
the absolute need the parish school. There are instances 
seminarians who have not keep appreciation the 
importance of the parish school system.

Prunes are not without friends, even though they are 
tabood among the “literary lights.” Physicians, baby spe- 
cialists and dietitians have always been their friends. 

Thompson’s “Practical Dietetics” says, “Prunes con- 
tain large percentage sugar, and are very wholesome. 
quotes Langworthy saying that dried fruits com- 
pare with cereals food value, 

Sherman “Chemistry Foods,” puts especial stress 
upon vegetables and fruits source iron, Animals 
which live vegetation are not subject anemia, are 

the animals which live meat. 


experimerital study made New York City 
was found that free use vegetables, whole wheat 
bread and the cheaper sorts fruits, with milk but with- 
out meat, resulted gain per cent the iron con- 
tent the diet. 

Prunes are among the foods rich iron. They not 
contain much iron spinach, peas, beans and onions, 
but they are not far from the head the list. 

phosphorus, Sherman’s book says: “In general, 
therefore, the most practical and economic method se- 
curing abundance phosphorus suitable form 
the free use milk, eggs, vegetables and such cereal 
products and breadstuffs contain’ least part the 
outer layers the grains.”

Topics Interest and Importance 


Specialization Elementary Teaching. 


Scoring the present wholésale method teaching, ob- 
taining Elementary Schools, psychologically inde- 
fensible and leading superficial and more less per- 
functory results, Mr. Wenthrop Sheldon, the De- 
cember issue the “Educational Review” observes: 

program consisting reading, including literature, 
penmanship, arithmetic, language lessons, including spell- 
ing and composition, geography, and American history, 
with civics, and the highest grade some English gen- 
eral history, should the very utmost required the re- 
gular class teacher. This course represents substan- 
tially the entire common school curriculum vogue many 
years ago, with, however, broader treatment most sub- 
jects. was certainly enough those days for one tea- 
cher handle; quite enough now—not say, some- 
what more than usual. includes subjects sufficient 
variety, substance and scope, furnish the teacher 
ample field for study and stimulate wide intellectual in- 
terests. lay well these foundation stones edu- 
cation demands the teacher’s undivided attention. add 
other branches, for most some which she may have 
taste gift, nor adequate special preparation, 
divert and scatter energies that should left free con- 
centrate upon the essential, primary elements education, 

All other subjects, namely, drawing, nature study and 
elementary science, vocal music, physical training, and 
manual training its various forms, should assigned 
special teachers, who have had expert preparation, each 
for his own particular branch. These experts should 
sufficient number, give the entire instruction these 
subjects. 

Arguing that specialization the teaching music, 
drawing, physical training, manual training, throughout the 
grades makes for unity and continuity the work ac- 
complished, the writer says: With experts the 
teaching all grades from the lowest the highest, 
the course the work will not only more skillfully 
planned and given more real substance, but actual 
practise will carried progressively from grade 
grade. The work one grade will naturally grow 
out that which precedes and be, speak, dovetailed 
into it, that the time the pupil finishes the elemen- 
tary school will have obtained considerable body 
orderly, systematic knowledge and experience quite worth 
while, which will remain permanent possession.

Death of Bishop Richter of Grand 
Rapids. 

The Rt. Rev. Henry Richter, 
Bishop the diocese Grand Rapids, 
Mich., died o’clock Tuesday after- 
noon, December 26, pneumonia. 

Bishop Richter was taken the hos- 
pital earily Sunday night where the 
last rites the Church were adminis- 
tered late Sunday night. 

Born Neuen Kirchen, Germany, 
April 1838, Bishop Richter came 
the United States in 1854. In 1860 he 
went Rome, where for five years 
studied the American College 
and was ordained 1865 

was consecrated Bishop 
April, 1883, and immediately took 
the administration the Grand Rap- 
ids diocese. Before coming Grand 
Rapids was prominently identified 
with Church affairs Cincinnati. 


Death of Father Butler, 8S. J. 
Father Theobald Butler, J., 
pioneer worker among the Jesuits of 
New Orleans, widely known and rev- 
ered throughout the South, died 
Macon, Ga. last week.
